ROMH, April 10.--Although the Pope's 
condition remains stationary, the possi- 
bility of a fatal termination raises, in 
actute form, the question of his succes- 
sor. All the Post-Dispatch correspondent 
can now state positively is that the na- 
tionglity of the new Pope will remain 
Italian, despite various currents of opin- 
ion, both in Italy and abroad, in favor 
of changing what has become a time- 
honored tradition. 

The name of Rampolla naturally comes 
up first as the most probable choice of 
the new conclave. His exclusion at the 
last conclave in 1903 through Austrian in- 
fluence when at the climax of a dra- 
matic scene the late Cardinal Puzyna, 
whose nomination to the purple was vir- 
tually forced On Leo XIII by Francis 
Joseph, solemnly pronounced his mas- 
ter’s veto, after Rampolla had been 
elected by 29 votes against the present 
Pope’s 21. 

No sooner was he in power than Pius 
X, by a solemn act, abolished forever 
this power of veto by a foreign tem- 
poral power, which had been the cause 
of his elevation to the pontificate. 

This obstacle to Rampolla’s election 
being now removed, the attributes in his 
favor remain unchanged. He is still un-

The ap- 
praised value added to the land by such 
drainage, he said, is $15,250,000, and of 
this only 4 per cent is to be assessed 
against the land owners. 

Francis made a plea for a comprehen- 
sive plan of reclamation of swamp lands, 
which. he said, should be designed by 
the Federal Government. This would 
obviate local and State disputes, and it 
would cost the National Government 
only the expense of the surveying and 
the engineering. 

Isham Randolph Speaker. 

Isham Randolph of Chicago, the engi- 
neer who built the Chicago drainage 
canal, in his speech, urged prompt meas- 
ures to prevent floods along the Ohio 
and Mississippi Rivers and their tribu- 
taries, declared that such regulation of 
inland waters is a Federal duty, and pro- 
posed the creation of a new department 
of public works, the head of which shall 
be a member of the President's Cabi- 
net.

A petition was filed in the Probate

Ferguson objecting to settlements made 
by former Public Administrator Harry 
Troll in the estate of Mrs. Mary C. Par- 
ker. Mrs. Ferguson, who is one of the 


beneficiaries under Mrs. Parker’s will, 
takes exceptions to charges of about 
$10,000 which are itemized in the annual 
and final settlements submitted by 
Troll. 

Among these items are charges for an 
attorney’s fee of $4000 and administra- 
tor’s commissions totaling $5251.85.

Other expenditures to which Mrs, Fer- 
guson objects are printing bills, an auc- 
tioneer’s bill, water license bill, fees 
paid to real estate appraisers and 
charges incurred for making repairs or 
other work on property of the estate.

It was said, however, by an attorney in- 
terested in the estate that Mrs. Fergu- 
son’s principal objections to the settle- 
ment are the fees received by Troll and 
his counsel. Mrs. Ferguson, it was 
stated, believes the charges are too high,

Took Charge at Fisher's. Death 
Troll took charge of Mrs. Partker’s es- 
tate in January, 1912, filing on the es- 
tate on the same day the executor named 
in the will. Sylvester J. Fisher, died. 
Troll’s final settlement shows the estate 
is worth $68,727.13, consisting of $37,698.06 
in cash, and a claim of $31,029.07 against 
the estate of Sylvester Fisher. 

Mrs. Parker died Aug. 2, 1909, at Den- 
ver. She was a former resident of St. 
Louis. In her will she made bequests 
to the General Assembly of the ‘Presby- 
terian Church for religious purposes. 
Fisher acted as executor of the estate 
under. the will until his death. It is 
claimed by Troll that Fisher allowed 
property of the Parker etsate to become 
confused with his own.

The revenue cutter service is forbidden 
to send public warnings of derelicts in 
the path of navigation, or give the 
news of.sending one of its ships to a 
distressed vessel.

OF QUICK REPEAL 


Mayor, Democratic Hous? and 
Republican Council Are as One 
on This Issue. 


One of the first acts of Mayor Kiel's 
administration will be the repeal of the 
Southern Traction franchise, according 
to the statements of Republican anda 
Democratic leaders, and members of the 
Municipal Assembly to 4 Post-Dispatcn 
reporter, 

Among the popular reasons assigned 
for the repeal legislation are. 

1. The Southern Traction franchise 
stands as a barrier to the completion 
nl the Municipal Free Bridge. 

. Neither party can escape respon-~- 
sedis for the specific platform 
pledge to abolish the franchise. 

3. The franchise grant for 50 years 
is a fatal objection. 

Both Chairman Schmoll of the Repub- 
lican City Committee and Fitzsimmons 
of the Democratic organization are in- 
sistent that the party redeem its pledges 
with respect to the Southern Traction 
franchise and other important legisla- 


House Leader Ready to Push. 

Delegate McCarthy of the Sixteenth 
Ward, the most influential pilot in the 
Democratic House majority, is ready to 
push repeal legislation when the actual 
legislative proceedings begin next Tues- 
day. 

Councilman Julius Haller, who is ex- 
pected to lead the Republican forces in 
the upper branch of the Municipal As- 
sembly, said: 

“We have threshed out ¢he question of 
repealing the Southern Traction fran- 
chise for more than a year. At the re- 
cent election the people voted for candi- 
dates who were committed to platforms 
promising the repeal of that legislation. 
Twice the Free Bridge bond issue was 
defeated because the voters objected to 
the Southern ‘Traction franchise. 

“The vital objection to the franchise 
is that it runs for a period of 50 years, 
whereas on the Illinois side of the river 
the Southern Traction Co. has been 
granted franchises running only 20 years. 

“Why should St. Louis show any more 
liberality to this corporation than the 
little towns on the other side of the 
river. 

“There is no doubt a great deal of the 
cpposition to the traction company is 
due to the political unpopularity of its 
ettorney-promoter, Jeptha D. Howe 
When the franchise was passed before 
the free bridge was half finished the 
Howe-Southern Traction franchise was 
rassed by the Municipal Assembly. 

“Now in regard to the so-called re- 
peal of that portion cf the franchise giv- 
ing the Southern Traction Co. the use 
of the upper deck of the free bridge: I 
don’t believe the Southern Traction Co. 
has forfeited a single right which it 
formerly enjoyed. 

‘The permit issued at the direction of 
the Public Service Commission and ac- 
cepted by the Southern Traction Co. 
simply helped to quiet public resent- 
ment. In my judgment the traction 
company still has its original franchise 
and can exercise whenever it wants to 
unless an absolute repeal bill ie passed. 
I think this should be done with the 
least possible delay.’’ 

Councilman Daniel F. Meehan, Demo- 
crat, said: “I do not know of a Coun- 
cilman who will vote against repeal .f 
the Southern Traction franchise. The 
matter is no longer debatable. We 
have proimsed the people we would re- 
peal it and there is no way to ge back 
on the promise.”’ 

For a full discussion of the Southern 
Traction franchise in the news columns, 
the Post-Dispatch sought the opinions 
of a number of leading business men. 

“My opinion about the contemplated 
repeal of the Southern Traction Co.’s 
franchise is summed up in a few words,”’ 
said John L. Messmore, president of 
the Merchants’ Exchange. ‘‘The fran- 
chise should be repealed, the municipal 
bridge should be completed, then new 
franchises should be granted that will 
give no company an exclusive right to 
the bridge, and, by all means, the city 
should control the loop.’’ 

Bridge Is Big Negative Advertise. 
ment. 

J. W. Booth, president of the Adver- 
tisine Men’s League, said: “‘The munici- 
pal bridge, as it stands, is the biggest 
negative advertisement the city ever 
had. If the people want to realize on 
the money they. have already invested 
in the enterprise they must complete, 
the bridge, and if they say they will 
not complete the bridge until the South- 
ern Traction Co.’s franchise is repealed 
the franchise ey be repealed... The 
people are the ones to be satisfied, and 
not the politicians. The sooner the 
poifticians realize that they must pay 
attention to the people the better it wi)i 
be for all concerned. St. Louis has a 
retail business that can well take care 
of the needs of people in Western Illi- 
nois and in order to get patronage from 

‘hat territory the cost of traneporta- 
tion must be reduced. 

There should be no exelusive privilege 
granted to any interurban system to 
cross the bridge. The people lost con- 
fidence in the bridge when the Southern 
Traction franchise was granted. In 
order to restore confidence the fran- 
chise will have to be repealed. In 
Detroit, where I came from, they have 
an excellent ‘interurban system. 4)! 
suburban cars run to the heart of the 
city. St. Louis should extend the pro- 
posed loop so that cars crossing the 
municipal bridge will run to the center 
of town.’

CLAYTON'S DEATH 
DUE TO ARSENIC IN 
INJECTION IN VEINS 


Treatment Administered by Phy- 
sician Proves Fatal to Son of 
Kirkwood Minister. 


Coroner Padberg Thursday returned a 
verdict that Henry Helm Clayton, son of 
the Rev. John B. Clayton of Kirkwood, 
came to his death accidentally as the 
result of arsenic in a medicine injected 
into his veins by Dr. Meade E. Hagerty 
of the Century Building. 

The remedy was administered in hope 
of curing a constitutional trouble for 
which Dr. Hagerty, according to his 
testimony, had been treating Clayton 
six weeks. Death followed the second 
injection of the medicine Tuesday aft- 
ernoon, and unusual secrecy had been 
thrown around it. 

Specialist Advised Remedy. 

Dr. M. M. Kiokke, an eye, ear, nose 
and throat specialist who has an office 
with Dr. Hagerty, testified that it was 
he who recommended the treatment 
after examining Clayton’s eyes at Dr. 
Hagerty’s request. This examination, 
he ‘said, showed that Clayton had an 
ailment which required treatment with 
the injection remedy. 

Dr. Klokke said that when he entered 
his office about 4:30 p. m. Tuesday he 
found Clayton there in a state of col- 
lapse. Dr. Hagerty was trying to re- 
vive him. Stimulants were administered 
and Clayton was taken to the Baptist 
Hospital. 

Dr. Hagerty testified that Clayton 
went to him for treatment about six 
weeks ago. He gave him an injection 
of the remedy containing 38 per cent 
of arsenic. Clayton stayed at a hospital 
that night, but rapidly recovered from 
the effects of the injection. 

Left Office, Then Returned. 

Tuesday afternoon, Dr. Hagerty tes- 
tified, Clayton came for a second treat- 
ment. He received it and left the office 
saying he was going to a hotel. Half 
an hour later he returned and com- 
plained of feeling ill. He collapsed and 
was taken to the hospital. He died at 
2 a. m. Wednesday and an autopsy re- 
vealed the fact that arsenic poisoning 
caused death. 

Dr. Hagerty testified that before be- 
ginning the treatment he warned Clay- 
ton that in some cases it was fatal. 
Clayton’s ,father was present at the 
inquest. He did not know until just 
before Dr. Hagerty went on the stand 
that his son had been taking the treat- 
ment-which caused his death.

RK is difficult to grasp the logic of those who, 
approving the President’s personal delivery of 
his message in the House of Representatives, crit- 
icise his going to the President’s room at the 
capitol to confer with Senators and Representa- 
tives, on the ground that by doing this he 
lowers his official dignity and subjects himeelf 
to rebuff and insult by members of Congress. 
Surely a President can go to the Capitol of the 
country of which he is chief executive without 
losing his dignity or subjecting himself to insult. 
Surely he can occupy the room set aside for him 
in the Capitol without being flouted by members 
of Congress. Having the constitutional power of 
recommendation and veto the President is an im- 
portant factor in legislation. He must be con- 
sulted by legislators if they would do effective, 
work, just as he must consult legislators if he is 
tu accomplish the things he recommends. There 
is rather more reason in his going to his office 
in the Capitol to confer with Congressmen than 
in his summoning Congressmen to the White 
It is more Democratic. It is more busi- 
nesslike. It is more sensible. 
Let us get rid of the notion that the President 
must be hedged about with ceremonial, rigid rules 
of etiquette and stiff conventionality. Let us 
break the crust of traditional formality which has 
long been thickening about the President until 
he is in danger of becoming merely an over-awing 
office, instead of a man fn an office. No divinity 
should hedge him about. 
The President’s dignity can be lowered only by 
what he says and does; not by the time, the 
place or the mode of his saying and doing. He 
alone by his conduct and utterances can discredit 
his office and invite rebuff. 
We take it that President Wilson conferred

ARRY TRENDALL is another boxer to demonstrate the soundness of 2 
theory that has long held good among fighters—that a straight puncher 
is more consistently effective than a swinger, all else being even.. Tren- 


dall won from Jack Shelton last night at the St. Louis Athletic Club because 
he used a straight left that had speed and force enough behind it to break up 


most of Shelton’s swings and counters. 
This was the principal reason. 


In addition to this, Trendall was 
faster, a better boxer and with morc 
experience. He was quick to take 
advantage of almost every oOppor- 


tunity offered to outbox his oppo- 
ment and his judgment of distance 
was so good that he seldom missed 
blows intended to land and by clever 
footwork he evaded many of Shel- 
ton’s hardest swings by stepping just 
inside or moving quickly backward, 
He often fooled his opponent by clev- 
er feinting and had Shelton swinging 
when there was hardly a chance to land 
the blow or else had him drawing his 
hands and arms close to the body in an- 
ticipation of the blow he was made to 
think was coming. ' 


Trendall did not rely solely upon a 
straight left, but it. was the principal 
blow he used in the early rounds of the 
fight and was the line of attack that 
opened up opportunities for the use of 
right straight and cross counters and 
the employment of a right uppercut that 
ripped its way from the waist line to 
he face or head with damaging effect. 

Now for Shelton—This boy shows 
great improvement since he left St. 
Louts for a campaign in the South ani 
East. He has learned to guard better 
and, though he swings, he does #0 
with less circling than he did as an 
amateur and in the beginning of his 
professional career. Shelton was never 
much of a straight puncher, but when 
he does resort to straight hitting it is 
Shel.- 
ton has shortened -his swing so that it 
lands quicker than formerly, and against 
a less clever blocker and boxer than 
Harry Trendall it probably would land 
oftener and with force enough to pun- 
ish and pave the way to a knockout. 
Shelton has learned, too, to advance 
with his blows, and when he must give 
way he breaks ground nicely and with 
a firm footing. 

He is ctrong and can: assimilate a 
world of punishment, and proved it 
last night in his bout with Trendall. 
He showed great recuperative power, 
particularly in the fifth round. He 
had been severely punished in the fourth 
round by a perfect shower of hard left 
jabs, right crosses and uppercuts, and 
went to his corner pretty badly used 
up. Notwithstanding this fact, he came 
out for the fifth and fought his hardest, 
faster and harder than he had shown in 
any previous round. 

His vigorous assault was so sudden 
and swift that Trendall was forced to 
be careful in avoiding the hard blows 
that were sent his way, but Shelton 
landed some of them and shook Harry 
from head to foot. It was not until al- 
most the close of this round that Tren- 
dall seemed to deem it safe to stand 
his ground and exchange. When he did, 
however, he had the better of it. 

HE boxers never changed their 
styles, and it was a true test 

of the straight puncher against the 
swinger. Each round was almost a 
repetition of the others. Trendall's 
straight punches were the most ef- 
fective because they generally landed 
where they were aimed, while Shel- 
ton’s swings more often wound their 
way about the head and neck, were 
blocked or fell short. Trendall's 
punches left their mark, and by the 
ending of the sixth round Shelton’s left 
eye was almost closed and his mouth 
and nose were badly battered, while 
Trendall left the ring with scarcely @& 
mark, though he was in the midst of 
swinging blows from beginning to end. 

Shelton recently defeated Joe Sher- 
man before the Future City Athletic 
Club because his swings were harder 
and faster against a boxer of the same 
style, but, though he put up just as 
good a battle at his style, Shelton was 
beaten last night by Harry Trendall be-

There were many desperate ex- 
changes, but in all of them Shelton 
was whaling away in the general 
difection of Trendall without much 
judgment of dixtance, while Trendall 
was cool and calculating, placing his 
blows better and with more damaging 
effect. 


Twice it looked as if Shelton might be put 
out, but either Trendall’s blows lack the nec- 
essary steam of a knockout punch or Shel- 
ton has acquired an iron jaw. 

Shelton deserves praise for his display of 
courage and aggressiveness. Though he was 
facing the best lightweight St. Louis has 
turned out, he never faltered, and it was 
largely due to this fact that the bout was 
one of the best ever witnessed here. Had 
Shelton trief to avoid the punishment that 
seemd inevitable every time he came within 
reach of Trendall it might have been a 
poor bout, but the boy bent to his work 
with an energy and determination that was 
commendable to a degree.
